LONG LINE OF BRITISH SHIPS IN
THE BOSPHORUS.

TROOPS CONTROL IN CAPITOL

Entente Mlilitary Display Is Mute
Evidence of the Waning Power
of the BSultan.

Constantinople—Mohammed VI, sul-
tan of Turkey, loeked older and more
broken than ususl as he made his
woekly ride In state from Yildiz
palace to Maejidelh for his "selmanli”
or official attendance at prayers, Al
though the allied proclamation of
military occupation of Constantinople
declared the allles’ intention to up-
hold the sultan’s power provisionally,
the crowds which watched the un-
happy old man emerge from his pal-
ace overlooking the plcturesque min-
arets and towers of Stamboul and tho
sun bathed Bosphorus appearefd to
realize that 8000 years of Turkish
rule in Constantinople had virtually
ended.

Constantinople~—The passing of thu
sultan's power is grimly évidenced by
the long line of Aritish dreadnoughts
in the Bosphorus, but It is apparent
that moet of the Turks refuse to ac
cept this evidence.

The sultan issned an exhortation to
bis subjects to pursus their usual
vocations in peace regardless of for
elgn occupation, Meantime a Britlsh
warship was stéaming toward Malla
carrying Reou! Bey and many others
of the national leaders who were sup-
porting Mustapha Kemel'a opposition
to the Alsmemberment of Turkey. and
who were taken in a rald on Constan-
tinople preceding the occupation.

The anatlonallsts charge the sultan
with treachery and say he lacks
cournge and patriotiam. The sultans
cabinet threatened to resign, but after
peveral meetings they declded to re-
tain offlce.

The only government in Turkey
which has any power is belleved to be
at Angorn (216 miles, southeast of
Constantinople.)

Mustapha Kemel and his commlt.
tes have the Interior of Asia Minor
largely at thelr mercy, Communlca
tion hat baen broken with virtually
all of Agiatic Turkey.

The small number of allled troops
in Turkey has made it impossible (¢
afford protection to the Chirstian
people In the interior, and great un.
easiness lg felt form welfare workers
fn Anatolia and Cillcin, as It ia
feared tLe nationalists will take host-
Bges.

Stable Rates and Big Production
Aim of Chamber.

Convention of the United States Com-
merce Body to Tackle Big

Washington, March 20.—Beelng In
Increaséd production a means of re-
storing normal business and price con-
ditions, the Chamber of Commerce of
the United States, it I8 announced, will
make Its elghth annual meeting, to be
held in Atlantle City April 27 to 29,
an Inereased-production convention.

Every topic will be considered from
that viewpoint, The relation of gov-
ernment to production will be taken
up, and under that heading will be
consldered antl-trust leglslation and
fnxntion. Business of every kind Is
declared to be keenly Interested In
taxation, especinlly excess-profits taxes.

Another phase of the problem to be
discussed will he the part of the gov-
ernment, the farmer and the business
man In inereasing farm production,
Secretary of Agriculture Meredith will
spenk for the government. The rela-
tion of Iabor to production Will be ap-
proached from both sides, the em-
ployee's viewpoint to be presented by
a representative of the Amerlean Fed-
erntion of Labor and the employer's by
f buginess man. There will be group
meetings of each of severnl great divi-
slons of Industry,
